No soundings could 
be obtained -close to the edge of the. reef 
with upwards. of 100 fathorns of line ; but 
one sounding of 380. fathoms was obtained

breakers on its northeast extremity, To 
the eastward nu bottom could be ob- 
tained with 450 fathoms. of line. 

Each of the cays is covered with a coarse 
grass, and on the northeastern one there isa 
stunted tree which is in latitude 11° 28’ 
N. and longitude 114° 20} E. The cays are 
visited by Chiuese fishermen from Hainan, 


‘| who collect Béche-de-mer, Turtle shell, &., 


and. also supply themselves with brackish 
water from a well dug by them in the centre 
of the northeastern one. : 


BOMBAY CASTLE, ORLEANA, JOHYN- 
SON and KINGSTON SHOALS Were 
found to be patches on the edge of a large 
coral bank, which we have named the ‘‘Rr- 
FLEMAN Bank.” 


RIFLEMAN. BANK extends. from lati- 
tude 7° 31’ N. to latitude 7° 57’ N. and 
frvm longitude 111° 32’ E. to longitude 
L1L° 45° 30" E.. Shoal patches were found 
round its edges; but, with one excep- 
tion, viz: a coral putch 4 a mile in ex- 
tent, on its northern extremity, in latitude 
7°55’ 20” N. and longitude 111° 42’ E., 
and on which there is only 11 feet, 4 fa- 
thet was.the. least depth of water obtain- 
ed. 

This 11 feet patch is believed by us to be 
the same shoal as that seen by Capt. Ca- 
meron of the “*Orleana”, which he placed 
in latitude 7° 56’ N. longitude 111° 39’ 
E. and on which he obtained a cast of 8 
feet... The 8 feet. knoll, however, was 
not found by us, but it is‘ quite -possible it 
escaped our ‘lead, as large isolated rocks 
frequently exist on coral reefs which are ex- 
tremely difficult to find. 

Heavy breakers mark the position of this 
patch in any but the finest weather. 

In the centre of the Rifleman bank the 
soundings are from 20 to 40 fathoms, -sand 
and coral ; and outside its edges a few deep 
casts were obtained, varying from “300 to 
600 fathoms. 

Bombay Castle reef, which is placed 
op the Chartin latitude 7° 66‘ N. longi- 
tude 111° 51‘ E., is not mentioned in 
“* Horsburgh,” and we are not aware on 
whose authority it was placed on the chart. 
We sounded over its supposed position, but 
could obtain no bottom with upwards of 
109 fathoms of line, nor could any sign of 
shoal water be seen from our mast head 
under most favourable circumstances, when 
on, and cruizing round, its supposed posi- 
tion : we are therefore of opinion that the 
‘Bombay Castle” must have siglited the 
11 feet patch on the Rifleman bank, as the 
latitude is nearly the same—the longitude 
differing 9 miles. ‘ 

‘This error in longitude ceases to surprise 
us, after our ,discovery that a‘ well kuown 
reef like the West London, which is fre- 
quently sighted by: vessels: working up and 
down the China Sea, and which is deserib- 
ed by Captain Ross of the H. E.I. ©. 
Ship Investigator was laid down 15‘miles 
too far to the westward on the old Chart.

THE CENTRAL LONDON REEP.—This, 


important danger was discovered by us, 
whilst sounding between the East and West 
London reefs. It is a smail coral patch 
awash, 4 4 mile in extent, with a shallow 
lagoon inside the outer helt of coral, having 
a sandy cay ‘ou its south-west extremity, 
60 or 70 yards.in circumference, which is 
probably covered at H. W: springs. 

On its east side we found the remains of 
a wreck which had evidently been looted 
by Chinese. junks, which frequent the 
reef in the slack of the north-east mon- 
soon. Its centre is in latitude 8° 53’ 80” N. 
and in longitude 112” 20 E.* This is by 
far the most dangerous reef.we have yet 
surveyed, as it lies directly in the track of 
vessels working up and down the China 
sea. Being so swall it is: not marked by 
the great masses of breakers which reailily 
point out the positious of the Hast and 
West London reefs, It has ‘doubtless often 
been sighted by vessels beating against the 
monsoon ; but has probably been mistaken 
for either the Hast or West London reefs. 

Like all the dangers in the middle of the 
China sea that ve yet Visited, deep 
water surroundé it, sOthat the lead is of no 
use in informing vessels of their proximity 
to this danger, / 

It is therefore necessary that ships, when 
near these reefs, should observe the great- 
est precaution ; and on no.account, stand 


towards them, with the sun. sbining a head, 


as it is alniost impossible, to distinguish 
shoal water or breakers under- these cir- 
cumstances :—Frequently, in the ‘ Rifle- 
man,” when in the. vicinity of these dan- 
gers, with a mast-head-man aloft, whose 
eyesight has been sharpened by the promise 
of a reward, and, with an officer ketpifig a 
sharp look out in the top with @ good teles- 
cope, tha rocks have been’ distinguishgd 
from deck before they have been reported 
from aloft. ' tue oe 


_ THE CUARTERON REEF, named af- 
ter the Spaniard who discoyered it, is a 


T crescent reef, awash, the chord of which is 


3 miles long ina W. by N. and E. by’S. 
south direction ; the curve of thé crescent 
being to the southward. Its eastern ex- 
tremity is in latitude 8° 60’ 54” N., and 
longitude 112° 49’ 44” E,, 

‘This reef is steeper to, than any we have 
yet visited, for although deep water is 
found close to all of them, still we had been 
hitherto always able to, find some slope 
from the rocks awash, where, at any rate 
we could anchor with safety for a short 
period, to enable us to| fix the position 
accurately ; here, however, although we let 
go the anchor in 6 fathoms, with the jib- 
boom over. the rocks awash, so steep to 
was the reef, that the anphor rolled down 
the incline, the cable running out to the 
elineh; 

This danger is, however, so far inside 
the edge of the reefs, that in our opinion 
no vessel should ever venture to sight it. 


@cH CAST LONDON REEF.—Which 


was sighiud and approximately fixed by us 
in July, 1°64, is 7 miles loug in an East 
and West direction, and from 1 to 2 miles 
wide. Its east end is in latitude 8° 49°

Shoal water is found all round the ‘edge j goon, having from -4 to 8 fathoms in it’; 


no entrance into the Lagoon, however, could 
be discovered, and there are’ apparently 
numerous coral patches inside. 


The séa breaks heavily on this reef, and on 


its western extremity are one or two rocks 
which seldom cover, No soundings could 
be obtained, one mile from where the coral 
dries, with 100 fathoms of line, or with 
500 fathoms of line 2 mies North of it. 


GILLIES SHOAL, which was ineffec- 
tually searched for-in 1864, was again soun- 
ded over, but uo trace of shoal water was 
observed, and the depth was 800 fathoms, 
when on its position. 


' RUBY. SHOAL was as likewise ineffectu- 
ally. searched. for in. 1864, and although 
its supposed position was. again sounded 
over last year (1865), nothing was seen 
which could lead to the supposition that 
there was a rock in the vicinity. 


GENERAL REMARK=-—The Rifleman 
lefs Hongkong on the 17th March, 1865} 
anid proceeded to the North Danger. We 
completed the survey of this reef by the 
end of March, und were on the point of 
starting for the Trident shoal, when thé 
screw shaft broke outside the stern, and 


we had to make the best of our way to 


Singapore to get it repaired. 

|Whilst surveying: the North Danger we 
experienced fine weather, although we had 
an occasional strong north-easterly breeze, 
During the passage to Singapore we had 
uothing but light North-easterly breezesand 
calms. 

We again left forthe reefs on the 27th 
May, aud commenced ‘the survey of the 
Rifleman. bank on the Ist of June. After 
completing this survey, we returned to La- 
buan for Coals, and left again for the Prince 
Consort bank; which we completed in a 
fortnight, and then pushed on for the 
London reefs. 1 

Whilst engaged sounding round, ‘and 
between these dangers, we discovered the 
**Ceutral- London” reef, and fixed the 
position of the ‘‘Cuarteron;” but the 
weather, which had been a constant suc- 
cession of heavy squalls, accompanied with 
rain, since the middle of June, now, (the 
end of August) became so bad, that we 
were twice blown from our anchorage under 
the lee of the breakers on the East London 
reef, and had to abandon the prosecution 
of the survey of the western edges, until 
the commencement of the nest fine Beagon. 


CURRENTS.— Whilst at anchor amongst 
the reefs, carefy) observations were taken, 
of the set of the currents, and we found, 


as last year, that 16 outof the 24 hours, , 


they invariably set to windward, generally 
with the greatest force wheu the monsoon 
was stronges;, 


Tux examination of. the various positions 
ascribed to the St Esprit Shoal, was carried 
out in Muy last, in H.M. Gunboat Dove, 
temporary Tender to H.M.S. Rifleman, 
whilst the latter vessel was fitting out. The 
following is the result :— “ 


THE'ST.°ESPRIT'SHOAL the centre 
of which is in lat. 19.33 N., long., 113° 2’ 
E., is a coral patch 24 miles in extent East 
aud West, and 14 miles North and South ; 
the general depths upon it are 9 fathoms, 
the least water being 7 fathoms; near it 
are 60 to 80 fathoms. 

The Dove remained at anchor upon this 
shoal for two days, on both of which excel- 
lent observations were obtained for deter- 
miuing its position. Captain Ross, of the 
Discovery, who passed over the shoal in 
1815, placed it about 5 miles to the south- 
eastward, and Monsieur D’Apres 19 miles 
to the westward of the position given above: 
D’ Apres position was well sounded over, 
and regular depths of 95 to 105 fathoms 
obtained. The Asseviedo’s account placed 
the shoal in lat. 19° 6’.N., long, 113 4’ E., 
but no shoal could be discovered . there 
either, nor could bottom be obtained with 
200 fathoms of line. The Dove also sound- 
ed over theiposition of the discolored water 
seet from the Althea in 1806,—lat., 19° 36’ 
N., long. ; 112.17’ E.—but regular depths of 
- to 70 fathoms were found in that loca- 
ity. : £ 
The shoal is described in Horsburgh as 
being ‘* 18 miles.in diameter, with 9 to0.15 
fathoms on its southern part. and on the 
northern part there are rucks even with the. 
water's edge-;” but no such dangerous shoal 
exists near any of-the above. localities, all 
of which were sounded over under cireum- 
stances extremely favourable for observing 
the sea topping or breaking over dangerous 
patches had any such existed. 


‘Che discovery of the shoal was, however | 


attended by a somewhat singular circum- 
stance, which it may-not be out of place to 
mention here. When engaged upon the 
search an officer reported a breaker upon 
the poit bow, aud upon looking in that di- 
rection, through. double glasses, the exact 
appearance of a large wave breaking over a 
shoal patch was twice distinctly seen about 
2 miles off. ‘The ships’ course was altered 
for the spot, but no. more was.seen of the 
breaker. However, the shoal was shortly 
found near where the breakerbad beenseen. 
Later in the day, whilst sounding over the 
shoal, a large whale wag observed close.to 
us,.and which, as. it. dashed through the 
water, presented exactly the appearauce.of 
a heavy breaker, precisely as it had seemed 
to be in the moruing. The following day,

In our last number of the China Mail we 
commented upon, and protested against, 
the principles enunciated by the Daily 
Préas respecting the action lately taken 
by Sir Rutherford Alcuck in the matter of 
navigating the Yangtze’in foreign own- 
ed steamers. In yesterday’s issue our con- 
temporary again reverts to the matter and 
we propose to make a few remarks on the 
line! of argument he has taken up. 

One of the first, and to the casual read- 
er most unjust paragraphs in his article is 
that in which Sir. R, Alcock is supposed, 
by inference, to have in effect refused the 
request of the mercantile community be- 
cause they claimed the privilege as a right 
and|not asa favor.

“(SirR, Alcock says he observes that the 
writersofthe letter he received claim this pri- 
vilege, nut as a favor but as a right.” Ther 
he proceeds to point out why in bis opi- 
nion the merchants do not possess the 
right, leaving it- to be inferred that if it 
had: been ‘asked as a-favor he might have 
grapted or procured the granting of it?” 

Amore unfairdeduction from what SirR. 
Aloock really did say could hardly be put 
on record, Let ua sée how such an idea 
would work in private life. A demands of: 
B a sum of moncy “asa right.” Bire- 
fuses it.on the score that A hae no claim 
to it and, following the Daily Press vea- 
soning, because he points out to A that his 
‘demand as a “right” is preposterous, le 
leaves the public to infer that had A re~ 
quested the. movey as a favor he would 
have received it. Sir R. Alcock points 
out: in-the clearest way that his reasons for 
refusing to meet the viewa cf the merean- 


are, perfectly reasonable;—were . simply 
because he would not be guilty of a breach 
of intersational faith. 

The ‘cusefni and. innocent practice” 
spuken of by Daily Press is ‘ innocent’* 
only so- long as it is compatible with a ré- 
gard for our own word. The following 
paragraph in his article affords perhap» 
in a few lines the best insight.into the opi~ 
nions which have guided the writer, which 
ean be gained, “It is ingeniously put, 
more especially the sentence in which (by 
implication) he sympathises with the much 
maligned British nierchant. :

THE QUEEN'S SHILLING. 
(From -Allthe Year Round.).

L.made the acquaintauce of the writer. of 
the following narrative a few weeks after he 
enlisted. . Business had called-me to. Can- 
nontown, aud the recruit rendered me signal 
s-rvice in bringing that business to a satis- 
factory conclusion, _-Wesubsequentlyspent 
the afternoon together, my new acquaint: 
ange accomp.inying me to the smoking-room 
of my hotel, and favouring me with his ex- 
perience of, and opinions on, a military life, - 
Frankly adniitting bimself to be ‘fond of 
change,” he made no secret either of his

distaste for the army or his. dislike: for -its 
restrictions,’ That.a uniform coat should 
render. its: wearer ineligible for.‘ the best 
room” in an inn, that publicans do not.pay

“He agreed 
readily and after impressing upon him tha’ 
a plain unvarnished statement, without any 
attempt at five writing, would be most 
ace :piwble, we shook hands on the platform, 
not, I am pleased to know, without mutual 
satisfaction at having met. A. few days 
later I received, by bookpost, the following 
narrative the substantial accuracy of which 
I am ready to vouch-for, and which I now 
give.to the reader in the recruit’s own worda. | 
L enlisted, not like some, on the spur of 
tha moment, ‘but after due deliveration., I 
counted the cost, aud found I could hardly 
lose by doing so, and after I had’ thought 
about it a few days, one wet miserable 
morning (the 17th of January, I believe), in 
the Free Reading-room. at Westminster, I 
told a friend what I intended to do. My 
friend, who knew a little about the service, 
having ‘been in it.six years, advised me to 
go into the regiment he had got discharged 
trom. He grew eloquent about the advant- 
ages to. be derive. from, *‘ the service,” and 
Tforthwith went. This friend, I must men- 
tion, was uot entirely so disinterested as 
it would appear. One would think a man 
counselling so wisely would be.doing it for 
my good, but be knew that if-he could get 
me enlisted it would be five shillings in hit 
pocket, and as we were. both ius the last 
stage of hard-upishiess, this seemed a mag-. 
nificent sum. On our way toCharles-street, 
Westminster, the: rendezvous of. recruits. 
and recruiting-sergeants, we met a sergeant 
of the Royal Buffs,and he said, : i 
«Well, my man, want.to join?” : 
Yes,” I replied, ‘ but I want the sergeant 
of the 63rd. . This companion of mine says 
that is'a good corps to join.” | 
The sergeant. said, “Tut, tut, man, 63rd 
a good regiment! Tell you; there can’t be 
anything better than the Royal Buils—goad 
officers, good food, good pay, pass up to, 
London every month, and -one pound 
bounty,.”. The friend, not caring,’ 1. could 
see, which I went in, acquiesced in’ the 
sergeant’s remarks, and we repaired to. a 
‘public house and bad a pot of ‘*half-and- 
half,” and in a short’ time the sergeant 
measured the breadth of my chest, and 
* took stock.” generally. @ appeared 
satistied, and after saying ‘‘ Fou agree to 
serve the Queen -for ten fyear¥,”. slipped a 
shilling into my hand, and motioned to me 
to accompany him... I did so, and on arriv- 
ing at a place in Delahay-street, got into a 
very large bath full of plenty of the very 
dirtiest water. » I conscientiously declare no 
casual wards ever had anything to equal 
this water. [i had no ‘‘mutton broth ” ap- 
pearance—quite black, with a skimming .of 
dirty lather on the top. Having. plunged, 
into this, we (there were a few besides me) 
went into the..surgeon’s, office, there to 
await examination. I stayed nearly two 
hours before’my turn came. There .were, 
besides me I should think about thirty all 
together when I. went in, and. more were 
constantly arriving. A man came into the 
ante-room. where we were, and shouted for 
“the next,” and if theindivitual he wanted 
was net undresséd and all ready, he cursed 
the:man, and then.cursed the sergeant who 
had brought him. At length my turn came. - 
I was not undressed, and this-man enquired 
if 1 -was asleep, aud if ] expected to be un-s 
dressed bynextsummer. I soon replied that 
I was ready. Through a“double ‘rauk of 
sergeants of every regimerit-in the service, 
perfectly naked, I went into the doctor’s 
room. - ie 
The doctor was sitting at a table writing, 
and did not look.round, The man shouted 
my. name, and I suppose. the doctor. was 
noting down my age, calling, height, and 
so forth. The man during this time was 
giving him. my ‘height, &o. phe doctor 
presently looked up, and, told ‘me to hop 
aoross. the room on the left.leg and to. come 
back on. the right in the|same manner. - I 
also jumped over a chair, drew along breath 
while the doctor hearkened at my left breast 
through @ small tube, and the examination 
was ended. He said nothing when I went 
out, but by the time I was dressed the ill-

I received, on getting out, fourteenpence- 
halfpenny, being that day’s pay. -The day 
T enlisted was on a Wednesday, and we did 
not joii the depot until Saturday.

The next, morting after’ enlistment I 
went before the adjutant.. ‘I don’t know 
his name, as his signature could not be made 
out, except by the i tiated. The morning 
after 1 went before’ the colonel, and the 
next morning I was sent to Cannontown. I 
must not forget-going on the. Friday after- 
noor before the magistrate at, Westminster 
to be sworn in. The magistrate signed his 
name; certainly, saying that s6 and so had 
sworn “before me,” but [never saw him, 
His clerk did it all: “One recruit with me 
was télling the sergeant ‘who accompanied 
us'to thé police-oftice that he would get on 
well in the cavalry (the corps he had joined), 
as he had served in a similar capacity in 
the late war in America. ; 

Sergeant Blue, of the. Dragoon ‘Guards, 
eyed him witb contempt. \.‘t America, eh ? 
What sort of animals had they over there?”

our personal appearance., ‘These’ men wera 
on what is called. ‘‘ coal fatigue,” which I 
got a practical knowledge of. on the sucteed- 
ing Saturday... A little way up the-passago 
the corporal stopped iat a door (the general 
orderly-room), and spoke: to-a soldier-like 
man as to--where we should be put. We 
were. then passed on up.another pair of 
stairs, and’.saw the colour-sergeant of our 
company, who again passed us into Sergeant 
Brownlow's hands; jwho ‘tovk . us into--a 
room, ani announced, ‘in avery high voice, 
as ‘* Here’s another, Slatie )”. then, turning. 
to:me, he said, ‘This will be your bed.” 
The person addressed as “‘ Slatie” was busy 
brushing some belts and smoking at a short 
pipe. He appeared rather shy, but.suddén- 
ly, as if recollecting something, said, ‘¢ OK! 
you ll want your belts. cleaning, and ’ll do 
them for youI have done.a good many 
recruits.” vill iia 

I, repliéd that I should be happy to give 
him the:job, if he wanted it, ‘ 

. Oh yes ; it is the’custom for old soldiers 
to. clean recruits’. belts. When they, come 
out ‘of stores they’re-yery.dirty.” : 

A young -man was! in the room acting aa 
“ orderly man,” and he appeared very busy, 
Getting up.e form! endways’ he. brushed 
away and sseash’d' just’ like an ‘ostler; ho 
also managed to keep. respectable distance 
| from the leg of the form exactly as an ostler 
would from the: hind leg of a horse, The 
barrack:room contained ‘eight beds; over . 
the beds are. innumerable straps, belts, 
pouches, &o., and higher above a shelf runs 
around where you [can place coats, de. } 
just above the bed a knapsack is placed 
with a top-coat, mess tin, and shako. Tha 
whole place—so mygh leather !—looks like 
a stable, although, Bg course, much more 
comfortable’; a table and.four forms, scru- 
pulously clean, occipy the centre of the 
room. . Sergeant Brownlow came.in after a 
short time and asked me questions about 
the reeruiting-sergeant, I told him Shane

until the next morning at eight o'clock,

inquired with great. kindness if I would 
like to “see about” a little at the sume 
time saying he knew what it was when. he 
came down a recruit.

The Sunday passed tamely enough, as I 
could not gu aut, and was all day long 
mopiug about the barrack-room. The 
‘‘roust,”’ as they call it, goes at half-past 
six o’clock in the morning, when all are to 
get ont of bed; the room is then swept, the 
fire lighted, and the forins and tables well 
scrubbed. At eight, breakfast (same as 
tea). During breakfast the orderly. officer 
of the day comes round; “attention” is 
given by him who accompanies him, and 
“be just walks by without stopping, ani 
says, ‘‘Any complaints?” The orderly 
man of the day says, “No complaints, sir.” 
I have. never heard any comp'a'nts made 
to an officer about anything, and I really 
don’t ses how they could be; he walks too 
quickly past.’

On the Monday morning 
Thad to go’ before the doctor of the dept 
for his examination at nine o'clock. A-cor- 
poral took four, besides me, to the hospital, 
and, after waiting a loug time, we were 
ushered in to the doctor, a fat, pleasant 
looking gentleman, with a marked lisp when 
he spoke. He attentively examined us al , 
telling oue of our company that he moved 


like a crab, and affixed his siguaiure to the- 


number. The next morning we went before 
the colonel commanding the gartison. . We 
stood in the orderly ‘room aiid a crowd of 
non-commissioned officers, who appeared 
to have nothing better to do than to salute’ 
the officers right aud left, who were con- 
stantly coming in aud going ont. The ser- 
geant major was. very cousp‘cuous, giving 
thé word of command to several Inckldss 
defaulters who were going before the colo- 
nel to receive their share of punishment. 
“T¢ the right face!” Quick march|!” 
“Take off yer- hat!” were constantly the 
words in the sergeant-major’s mouth as he 
ushered ‘each of the -defaalters into the 
room. The adjutant, a most gentlemanly 
man, fitted abont here and there, giving 
directions an‘ Sergeant Brownlow, Lquickly 
saw, standing smiling at everything, and 
looking as if he would like to sing. Ina 
short time after the business on-hand had 
been disposed of; the colonel caine into the 
room, and, addressing Sergeant Brownlow, 
wahted to know what business he had there. 
The said sergeant explained that he came 
to measure the ‘recruits, and said be under- 
stood it well, as added the ‘sergeant, with 
respectful pride, ‘* I’ve been on the recruit- 
ing service ;” 80 the colonel allowed him to 
‘proceed. After being measured the colonel 
signed his name, and after goiug before two 
doctors, two colonels, and oue adjutant, we 
were protiounced fit for her Majesty’s 
service. The colonel isa strict disciplin- 
arian, but anice-looking man; he has served 
with distinction in the Crimea, aud got 
wpunded there; he is a Scotchman, and 
will not tolerate lax movements, in’ the 
service. That morning I got my clothes, 
but they needed some slight alterations ; 
they were ready for puttivg on in the even- 
ing, however. I dowt think I should have 
got them so soon, only J bribed the tailor 

vho altered them with a pot of beer, which 

just remember I never paid. . No, I had 
unfortunately ‘‘no change” at the ‘time,

As soon as.] was dressed I 
tapped at the colour-sergeant’s door and 


pound.! What a magnificent sum ! He 
warned me gently to mind getting intoxi- 
cated, aud after this I signed my name as a 
receipt. The .colour sergeant is decidedly 
the nicest-looking man I have yet found— 
so kind and so agreeable, I think it a real 
pleasure to obey that man’s orders; he is 
quite a gentleman. 

Hw ving got my bonnty, Slatie suggested 
that [ should air my clothes~and. that. he 
shoald show me about. We accordingly 
went out. I shali not forget how tightly 
around me my clothes fit, and how the 
stovk round my neck cut my chin. T out 
the latter article down, though, next day, 
full half au inch, and have since enjoyed 
fruedom ahout the neck. The gloves I 


{wore (Ihave rather smull hands) dingled- 


dingled about as if I hala pair of stock- 
ings on. You are obliged to have chin- 
strap down, and gloves on in the strests, 
or else you stand a chance of being taken 
before the colorel for not being dressed. I 
have occasionally, whien going out, forgotten 
to have-the leather over the. face, but the 
corporal at the gate immediately reminded 
me of it, by “Shi:-strap- down, you!” 
Cannontown contains a great mauy public- 
houses, and while we were sitting in one of 
these, Slatie, with the greatest confidence, 
told me' how much ,he was liked in the 
dspdt, and that not a more honourable man 
thav himself could be found—ir fact, he 
paid everything that he borrowed—every- 


thing, and would I be kiud enough to lend, 


him, as he had something to pay that.even- 
ing the sum of three-and-sixpence ? I lent 
it him, thinking, of course, that such an 
honourable man as. he would be sure to pay 


“his debts, but am obliged’ to confess that 


atic has forgotten to pay it, and I believe 
his memory will be always bad about money 
affairs. 

The next morning I went on parade for 
the first time. The colour-sergeant examin-. 
ed us to see if we were perfectly clean, and 
Iwas pronounced dirty; that is, 1 hada 
little speck of dirt on my coat, which would 
“have passed unobserved by nineteeu out of 
twenty persons. The least spot of.dirt on 
a coat or trowsers is sufficient to give you 
two or three days’ extra drill, but, as I was 
a young recruit, I was simply .cautioned, 
and then sent away to the squad which T 
should be learnt the drill in. A corporal 
with several medals, who had once. beenia 
sergeant, but had got retuced through 
drunkenness, was our instructor, and levtit 
usthe ‘stand at ease” first.. He -was:a 
little short-tempered, but after I had seen 
him some time, I began to like him after 
all.

T also had a dose of medicine, which made 
me feel much worse than I was before. A

| was a -most .sullen . fellow, 


over-coat, a blue waistcoat, and blue trousers, 
and had on an immense white nightcap, 
epparently kuit in wool. If I. was not ill 
before, I iooked so now. Twas put upon 
spoon dict, which means soup and tea, but 
after a time 1 pot “‘ roast chop,, diet, which 
is much better, consisting of chops for din- 
ner, and a liberal allowance for breakfast. and 
tea. There is a reading-room attached to 
the hospital, in which you can read a few 
old: numbers of, CormAill, &c. Very few 
people in the hospital (which will accom- 
modate one hundred) were really ill. Ninety 
per, cent, were there throngh their own 
fault. An old clergyman used to come 
nearly every day and speak to us in the most 
kind manner as if he had never seen us be- 
fore this very day ; he made enquiries what 
complaint we were labouring under, and 
when we came in. Each ward contains 
from, eight to ten patients, and has an or- 
derly attached to it. The orderly man is 
expected to attend to the patients, but the 
orderly with us seldom did that. He 
and nearly 
always drunk, The doctor comes round 
every morning and examines each- patient: 
When one is ready to be discharged from 
the hospital he signs a paper, and the man 
forthwith goes out. The second morning I 
was. in, and» when. I very imperfectly 
understood the regulations, the - sergeant 
of the hospital. came into the ward 
and asked if any one of us had got a 
pipe. J immediately said Dhad, and gave. 
him it. 'e told me T must’ expect to be 
made a prisoner for having one in my posses- 
sion, and I was taken to the gnard-room 
afterwards; but.thie I will explain. The 
patients in my room were all very quiet, 
except one, who was an Irishiaan, and a 
rabid ‘Fenian. LI used to try to convince 
this man that Fenianism would collapse 
shortly, but he argued stoutly that he would 
live to see the day when the Fenians would 
bombard. London, and bea free and in- 
dependent people, with The O'Donoghue as 
their pcesident. The doctor discharged me 
after being fortnight in the hospital, and, 
I was taken, when I went out, to the guard: 
room, ‘‘for having, contrary to. orders, # 
pipe in my possession.” The yuardroom is 
a small: dungeou-like place, with. a board 
for a bed, andinto this I was shoved by the 
non-coinmissioned officer on guard..there. 
Four persons were there when { got in; 
three for drunkenness, and the fourth for 
desertion, and all were singing quite merri- 
ly.. I had not been here above an hour 
before I was fetched out by the colour- 
sergeant of our company, who took me 
before Captain Moucher. I was conducted 
into his presence by two sentinels with fixed 
bayonets. The captain was seated enjoying 
a pipe, while a compauion of his was warm- 
ing-his back before the fire. . The captain 
read the charge, and the colour-sergeant ! 
told him I was quite new, and therefore did ! 
not understand orders, on which he dis- 

charged me. . He said, “I shall discharge 

you, and give an admonishment.” But L! 
heard no ‘‘admonishment” beyond the - 
words I have written. On coming out, the ; 
sentinels were ordered to fix bayonets, and ; 
I was free. 5 


That night I was put into another room, 
exactly similar to the other in appearance 
and the next day 1. performed “orderly 
man,” ‘Orderly man” has to see that all 
provisions are onthe table. He also washes 
all dishes, and keeps the room ia order. . If 
an officer coming round finds the room 
dirty, the orderly man is the person 
who is accounted warrantable. ‘The soldiers 
in this room were very good, and sliowed 
me how to do it. An acting corporal was, 
in charge, a taciturn sort of man who never 
opens his lips exe»pt when absolutely re- 
quired to doso, A warm-hearted Welsh- 
man, named Evans, has been the min 
whoin I have always looked to for helping . 
me out of my little failings, and well he 
has done it, too. Another man named 
Jones (a Welshman also), occupies’ a bed. 
He is a pioneer, and one day refused to 
obey the acting corporal’s commands that he 
should assist to sweep the room. He was 
forthwith “lagged,” 7.e. taken to the guard- 
room aud the next morning, on being 
brought before the colonel, was sentenced 
to two days cells. °.The garrison cells are 
situated near the gymnasium, and. the pri- 
soners do short-drill, stonebreaking, and 
other work of a like nature. The greatest 
punishment, however, is having all their 
hair cut off short. Every prisover, ‘no 
matter how short his incarceration, has all 
his lair clipped as short as possible. This 
is decidedly the greatest punishment they 
could inflict upyn any one, and much too 
severe. I have heard.of many a one who 
has has got this punishment for slight. dis- 
obedience desert from the army because 
they’ were ashaihed . to show theraselves 
before their comrades. “This. man 1 am 
writing of takes the “clipping” so mich 
to heart, that I ain sure he only. wants. the 
opportunity, to make himself ‘‘scaree.” 
‘There is a great amount of power put into 
each non-commissioned officer’s bands, and 
if he has any gradge against a man he uses 
it unsparingly. At the same time, obe- 
dience mast be observed. 


The next morning [ got into another 
squad, instructed by an. Irishman, who - 
spoke so that we could only understand | 
him by divt of great perseverance. He | 
put us through most of the exercises that | 
thd former instructor did, and as I was'a, 
little advanced, put me into the front rank ; 
Gi dit-hand man)-. The words he used were | 
mostly “ Now, thin,” To one of our com- 
pany, he was unusually severe | ‘“ Now, 
thiu, Thompson, will ye’r stand ' straight, 
and not double yourself up like a: lobster ? 
It’s as easy to stand straight as erack’d 
that. Atteatoou ! Now, Rowe, don’t gape 
about so; do you wish to swallow that 
officer going by? Look to your front man. 
When ye's get into duty, see if ye’ll be 
looking -about then—ye’ll get drill till fur- 
ther orders.” I stayed with this instructor 
for several days, and in the interim had a 
‘'pirade.” All| che’ soldiers assembled at 
ten v’clock and “ fellin.”. The officer com- 
manding each company examwed atten- 
tively each soldier’s wrins and accoutrements, 
avi having done this, said, “Take close 
order. March!” And then we were wheel- 
el right aud left,and marched in slow and 
quick time round the syuare, the colonel 
tne while ‘taking stock.” The company I 
was in (mostly composed of recruits) I 
thought marched badly, the colour-sergeant 
shouting, ‘ Now, then, corporal, keep that 
man in the ranks Blow it, Brown, why 
dou’t you keep quiet ?. Shove that stomach 
in. Get into step, will you, Smith? Now, 
quick. time—left, right, left, right. Take 
yourtime fromthe bigdrum. Bverytimethat 
big drum goes ‘bum,’ *bum,’ ‘bum,’ you 
each putoutthe left foot.” We tried toobey, 
but it was of no use, and the colonel in a 
short time dismissed us, evidently disgusted 
with our efforts to “do” slow time. Drill 


at ning, dvili at eleven, and gymnasinm eat 
two o'clock every day but Sunday. There 
are several swings about the gymnasium, on 


récruits amuse themselves uz 
the orders go for falling in. The drill in- 
structors ate always there and call out the

1 must say it, that there are few soldiers 
here’ that I could: trust ; they ali will lie, 
and to put it midly, appropriate. whatever 
they can: 1 doubt not it is the same in all 
barracks, ‘The English army, so long as it 
is constituted as it is, will always remain an 
army of thieves'and blackguards—the scum 
of the Iand—only kept under control. by 
strict discipline. “The soldier's pay is five- 
pence'a Yay, after paying for provisions— 
rations they are called—and some people 
wish to increase it. It would do good to 
a few, but. only increase the drunkenness 
that already prevails to a fearful extent. in 
the many. ‘There are no really intelligent 
men here, or any that I take a pleasure 
in conversing with.

Mondes, that ‘excessive luxury, 80 
closely allied to corruption of morals, is not 
only.a moral but'an economical evil.” | We 

have around us in our comparatively small 

European community. many illustrations 
of the truth of this observation. Even in 

the almost hourly expériences of our-every 

day life, if we are not guilty. of practising 
excessive luxury, we are made unwillingly 
to suffer from the -transgressions of those, 
whodo, in the exorbitant rent of our houses, 

the enormous cost of the necessary articles 

of diet, and in thé éscessive numver.and 
high wages of our servants. - In the item of 
house rent, especially, is the evil most ap- 

parent. _ It.is cal¢ulated by economists. that 
house rent should bear the proportion of. 
from an eighth to a tenth of the income .of 
the tenant or occupant. “But in the busi- 

ness part of the British settlement, no house 

suited for the requirements of a family or 

of.a professional man, ‘can be had under a 
rent of from two to three: thousand taels 
pet annum, while for premises.suitable for 
the accommodation of -a large mercantile 
establishment, the-amount*of rent may be 
estimated. at from double to treble that of 
the. sums above named. * When the salaries 
of assistants, mess expenses, wages of ser- 

yants and a host ‘of other indispensable 
outlays are taken into consideration, the, 
total is enormous and prée-supposes an an- 
nual profit from business, the non-realiza- 
tion of which must in years of commercial 
distress speedily consume. the resources of 
even the wealthy merchant, and frequently 
Jead to ruin; Even when the tide of for- 
tune is favorable and prosperous. seasons. 
follow each other in pleasing succession, 
which unfortunately they have not done 
latterly, the disproportionate and excessive 
expenses: of condictiug business strike di 

rectly at; and destroy, that which it is the 
first principle of business to accumulate, 
capital. Economy, in instructing as tothe 
functions of capital in its relation to the 
production of wealth, shows us'that luxury 
impoverishes communities as well as indi- 
viduals.- Luxury indeed must be regarded 
simply as.the destruction of capital. There 
i is nothing in Shanghae which strikes a new 
corner.so much as the- sumptuous style of 
living, . Perhaps at first he fancies that the 
- necéssaries of life are comparatively abund- 
ant.and cheap, and that the wages of ser- 
vants are, as in India, very trifling; but 


when ‘he comes to learn-the cost of maiu- 
| taining all this luxury, he may. well be ap- 
' palled at the prospect before him, more es- 
; pecially if his income is small and-his family 
‘increasing. It is ‘not difficult to trace all

YANGTZE NAVIGATION, 

To the Editor of the North-China Daily News. 

Desr Six,—Ouar attention. has been 
drawn lately to two yery. serious. o¢cur- 
rences on the river Yangtze ; one the wreck 
of the Guinevere, the other the stranding of 
the. Highflyer, besides other accidents -of 
minor importance in themselves, but all of 
which should be a warning to.insurance 
offices and others as to how they accept 
risks upon vessels towed on a. river where 
such a tremendous current is continually 
tunning. With these. reasons, I heg ‘to 
suomit. to your readers an opinion I have 
formed, suggesting an improvement-in tow- 
ing vessels. down this river. : 


In the first place, a ship should be towed. 


down stern foremost alougsidé of the 
steamer, with at least 3 Bower Anchors, 
(with sufficient range) ready to let go. If 
it becomes necessary to let go the anchors, 


the ship does not then have. to swing to’ the 


stream, neither does she surge as under the 
old plan. Many a ship will surge some hun- 
dreds. of fathoms. before bringing them- 
selves up immediately, and has extra as- 
sistance of course “by the stearucr backing 
herself astern and easing her to her anchors, 
Tam confident that if the above suggestions 
are carried out, fewer accidents will occur, 
as you will observe that only one Captain 
and Pilot are concerned instead of two ; 
the vessels being both steered by the 
steamer’s rudder being fast amidships.—
